The meeting was called on an 
appeal from Pike that the pro- 
ceedings of ^he Monday, Septem- 
ber 17 IFC meeting violated the 
by-laws an constitution of the 
IFC. The Pike representative. 
Woody Bentley argued that con- 
tradictory methods prescribed for 
the handling of rush violations in 
the IFC constitution and the In 
fall rush rules, as well as am- 
biguous wording, should nullify 
the punishment set by the IFC. 

Violation Admitted 
The protest to the Student Life 
Committee arose after Pike was 
fined $40 and lost tha right to 
hold a group two rotation Rush 
party on Thursday, September 27. 
In Monday nights IFC meeting, 
Jim Farley, president of Pike, ad- 
mitted the presence of a rushman 
at a party at Ray Lupo’s home. 
With more than four fraternity 
men there on an IFC closed night, 
the party constituted a violation 
of rush rules. 

Doe Process Violated 

Bentley contended that although 
the fraternity was guilty. It was 
denied the right of a fair trial 
and therefore the decision should 
be voided tor lack of due process 
ot law In the case. 

Bentley said that Its constitu- 
tion required IFC President Kevin 
Kelly to turn the chsrge over to 
the Jurisprudence Committee with 
out disclosing tha name of tha ac- 
cused fraternity. Only In case of 
proven guilty, could the name of 
the convicted offender be revealed, 
the constitution provided. 

Bentley charged that the name 
ot the fraternity was given, thus 
violating the secrecy provision, 
and that case was first discussed 
in the IFC without an express 
suspension of tha by-laws. When 
the Jurisprudenoe Committee re- 
viewed the case, Dirk Gnodde, the 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon delegate 
whose fraternity originally lodged 
the charge against Pike, sat and 
voted at a member of the commit- 
tee. ’Thus Bently argued that 
Gnodde sat ax prosecutor. Judge, 
and Jury, there being no IFC rul- 
ing against this.

Before coming to the Univer- 
sity Dr. Jordan was an instnictot 
in politics at Princeton Univer- 
sity, a lecturer with the Extra- 
mural Boards of the FacultlM of 
Oxford and Birmingham Univer- 
sities in England, and an assistant 
professor of public and interna* 
tional administration in the Grad- 
uate School M PulHic and Inter- 
national Affairs at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

He has also been a lecturer at 
the British Imperial Defense Col- 
lege and has been a lecturer at 
the Squadron Officer School at 
the Air University. 

The President and his assistant 
also have in cMnnion a vision of 
the University as it moves into 
the future. 

“A University must be accepted 
by society as a challenger of the 
status quo. It should properly bo 
a fountainhead new ideas to in- 
sure the continxiity of a dynamio 
society,” stated Dr. Carroll in his 
inaugural address May 3, 1961. 
“However, we must worship nei- 
ther the status quo nor change 
for the mere sake of change,” ho 
added. 

Dr. Jordan added, ‘*We have the 
opportunity to create a truly na^ 
tional and international univer- 
sity, building upon the stnmg in- 
stitutions and secure foundations 
which those who have c<xne bo- 
Dr. Jordan has also served the fore us have created.”

He has been carrying out these 
duties since July 1, when he be- 
came one of President Thomas H. 

Carroll’s two assistants. The oth- 
er is Mr. C. Max Farrington, who 
has been designated assistant to 
the President for Special Projects. 

Dr. Jordan sees his Job primari- 
ly as one of facilitating communi- 
cation between the President and 
the rest of the University com- 
plex. “I have the freedom to range 
widely throughout the colleges 
and schools, and to communicate 
directly with people about mat- 
ters that concern the President. 

This also means being available 
to students who hold positions of 
resjibnsibility,” he said. 

However, the new assistant’s 
sphere of activities does not end 
here. He also helps with public 
functions, staff work, matters of 
an academic nature, coordinating 
inter-college and school affairs, 
an<V serves as an informal liaison 
to the Provost and Dean of Fac- 
ulties. 

Dr. Jordan reports that he is 
quite pleased with “the easy-go- 
ing confidential relationship” that 
exists between him and Dr. Car- 
roll. “In a situation like this, 
you’ve got to get along or you’re 
sunk. So, course, I’m pleased 
with the way our association has 
grown and developed in the short 
time I’ve been here.” 

He attributes the good working 
relationship to “shared values.” 


Woodrow Wilson Fellowships 
Support Year's Graduate Study 


• OCTOBER 1, 1962. is the dead- 
line for nominations of candidates 
for a Woodrow Wilson natkmal 
fellowship for graduate stu^ in 
1963-64. 

Each year the Woodrow Wilson 
Natl<MuU Fellowship Foundation 
awards fellowships to 1,000 pros- 
pective first year gi^duate stu- 
dents intending to become college 
teachers. From funds granted by 
the Ford Foundation, each fellow 
is fully supported for one academic 


year at a U. S. Canadian graduate 
8cho(^. 

Faculty Nominate# 

A candidate must be ncxninated 
by a faculty member no later than 
October 31, 1962, and forms gent 
to each ntxnlnee must be returned 
to the Regional Chairman by No- 
vember 21, 1962. By the end of 
December, 1962, a candidate must 
have applied to at least one grad- 
uate school in the U. S. or Canada. 
In January, 25 percent of the noih- 
Inees are Inten^ewed and notifica- 
tion of awards will be sent out by 
March 15, 1963. Any faculty mem- 
ber may nominate a candidate. 

The foundation primarily sup- 
ports candidates in the humani- 
ties and social sciences fields, but 
science and mathematics majbrs 
with a clear interest in a teaching 
career may be nominated, a^ 
though they must apply simul- 
taneously for a National Science 
Foundation Fellowship and accept 
that award if it is offered. 

Students seeking graduate train- 
ing in professional fields such as 
law, medicine, engineering, educa- 
tion, hcffne economics. Journalism, 
business admlnistratkm, and the 
practicing arts and music are not 
eligible for nomination, but can- 
didates in art, history and musi- 
cology are eligible. 

Foundation’s Stipulations 
The foundation stipulates that 
the mxnineet must be “men or 
women graduates of or seniors in 
the colleges and universities of the 
United States or Canada and at 
the time of nomination not regis- 
tered in a graduate school.” 
Mid-year graduates should be 


nominated in their senior year, and 
college graduates now in the 
armed forces are eligible if they art 
free to enter a graduate school la 
1963-64. Candidates who have don4 
some graduate work in the past 
may be ruled eligible under excejh 
tional circumstances. All candi- 
dates must be citizens of tha 
United States or Canada, or aliens 
in the process of becoming citi- 
zens. 

StreM Preparation 

The Regional Committees place 
particular emphasis <mi the qual- 
ity of a nominee’s preparation for 
graduate study: “a solid founda- 
tion at the undergraduate level for 
study leading to a Ph.D. degree 
competence and facility in foreign 
languages and other subjects re- 
quired in the pursuit of the disci- 
pline and ability Jn the writing of 
essays and of reports on independ- 
ent work accomplished in , under- 
graduate years. Regional ComnUt- 
tees will weigh a candidate’s po- 
tential as well as the quality of 
his preparation for graduate work. 

$1AO0 Btlpend 

Each fellow receives a living 
stipend of $1,500 for one academis 
year and if married at the time 
the award is given, he la entitled 
to an additional allowance of $5O0 
for his wife, $400 for the^ first 
child, and $200 for each additional 
child. Tuition and fees are paid 
directly to the graduate adM>ol. 

The fellow must undertake 6 
full-time program of graduate 
study, and the awards offered in 
the spring must be used in the fall 
of that year, except in caeet of

Ostenslblly it stands for junior 
halfback Dick Drummond, the 
Wilson High grad who It tabbed 
one of tha nation’s top runners. 

But that second set of Double- 
D looms quite the oppostite of 
X>rumraond; H means chill and 
dreary — the type of footbaU Buff 
fans have seen so far this season. 

■ And dull and dreary it was last 
Saturday In Roanoke where the 
Buff took It on the chin 15-14 
from underdog Virginia Tech, the 
second straight GW upset loss. 

Much of Coach Jim Camp’s of- 
fensive strategy — as adapted fnxn 
Camp’s teacher Minnesota’s Mur- 
ray Warmath’s conservative meth- 
ocla — rivals that of ex-Cokmial 
mentor Bo Sherman’s, replete 
with third down punts and lack 
of razzle-dazzle. ’That may work 
at Minnesota where Warmath can 
field a team three deep at any po- 
sition, but at GW— where Camp 
now finds It hard to use two full 
teams— the bruising game is tak- 
ing Its toll. 

Saturday’s game stands as an 
example. ’The Buff ran out to an 
early 14-polnt lead, with the scor- 
ing both times a result of single 
plays, not sustained drives while 
the rest of the offense just stalled. 

For Camp the depth situation 
now appears serious. His big man 
Drummond was hurt for the sec- 
ond straight game, and with Dou- 
ble-D out of the Buff Uneup it 
means a sixty minute game for 
Tony Fredlclne, who is usually a 
defensive specialist, And with re- 
serve quarterback Merv Holland 
sidelined. Camp now has only one 
seasoned signal-caller on tap In 
senior Frank Pazzaglla. At end 
the situation is somewhat im- 
proved with the addition of trans- 
fer Dan Dworkin and the switch 
of fullback Bob Lukomski to num- 
ber two right end, but starter 
Dick Duenkel and Paul Munley

1960 marked the last time the 
Colonials travelled as far as the 
Rockies.
